Claims all Soviet weapons (by implication, everywhere) are defensive 
by nature, designed to deter aggressors, will contimue to discharge

"The Soviet Government reaffirms thet all weapons of the Soviet 
Union serve and will serve the purposes of Defense against 
aggressors. In the present international situation the powerful 
weapons, including nuclear rocket weapons, possessed by the 
Soviet Union, are, as all the people of the world acknowledge, a 
decisive means which deters the aggressive forces of imperialism 
from engineering a world war of extermination. The Soviet Union 
will continue to discharge this mission with all firmness and 
consistence." (quote from Soviet Statement Tass) 


Rejects withdrawal -- "The US is demanding that military equipment. 
Cuba needs for self-defense be removed from Cuban territory, a 
demand which naturally no state which values its independence 

can meet," 


Announces introduction of resolution in Security Council, without 
indicating specific action it will request. 


Denounces quarantine but gives no hint of what its ships and planes 
will do. Appears to count on world demand that US desist. 


Notes Kennedy surveillance order at outset but does not return to it 
for denunciation. 


Withholds from Soviet people US promise to retaliate against attack 
fxom Cuba by striking USSR, ; 

Without admitting presence of nuclear weapons in Cuba, tries to convey 
that they are under Soviet control -- "Nuclear weapons which have 
been created by the Soviet people and are in the hands of the people 
will never be used for purposes of aggressing." 


Responds to deception charge by citing 3 September Cuban-Soviet arms 
agreement on aid for defensive purposes. 


Raises in a general way the question of liquidating foreign bases 
and withdrawing all troops abroad. 


Omits Berlin. 
CONCLUSION: Statement is relatively restrained. The USSR wished to make 


an early response, but one which made no new commitments 
and left it with full freedom of action,
